STATE LAWYERS 
BACK REPEAL OF 
USELESS LAWS 


Bedford Springs, 
Pa.. June 23 
(AP).—The Pennsylvania Bar asso­ 
ciation advocated today the repeal 
of “many useless state laws" and 
criticized the President and Gover­ 
nor for what it described as attacks 
on the judiciary and the bar. 
Lawyers from all sections of the 
state gathered for the opening of 
the association’s 43rd annual con­ 
vention in this Bedford county re­ 
sort in the heart of the Allegheny 
mountains. 
The 
conference 
will 
continue through Friday. 
Recommendations for the elimi 
nation of “dead" laws came in the 
report of the committee on civil 
law. 
The committee recalled that 
upon its suggestion the legislature 
in 1927 discarded several unneces­ 
sary statutes. 
Since that time, the committee 
added, there had been a gradual 
accumulation of 
other outmoded 
laws. The committee suggested that 
the 
association’s 
committee 
on 
statutory lawr study the report and 
make recommendations to the next 
session of the legislature in 1939. 
Two other committees on the re­ 
lation of the bench and the bar 
with the people, press and govern­ 
ment declare: 
"Many lawyers of the bar asso­ 
ciation generally x x x have been 
thoroughly aroused by the attacks 
of President Roosevelt upon the 
United States Supreme court and 
the federal Judiciary and also by 
criticism of Governor George H.

.spraying or dusting if they are to 
prevent black spot and mildew from 
^foliating 
the 
bushes 
by 
mid­ 
summer. 
Tests at the Pennsylvania State 
college this past winter showed that 
sprayed and dusted roses, were prac­ 
tically free from injury, while un­ 
treated roses were severely injured 
and sometimes killed. 
Roses should be dusted or sprayed 
at approximately weekly intervals. 
Spraying with 4-4-50 bordeaux mix­ 
ture has proved most effective in 
control. However, roses dusted with 
a 80-10-10 sulphur-lead-lime dust 
have been comparatively free of dis­ 
ease. 
In dusting or spraying it is very 
important that the under sides and 
tops of leaves and the canes be cov­ 
ered. 
It is best to make the appli- 
atlons on dry foliage.
